Election/Restrictions 

The election is maintained for the reasons of record. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

Claims 1,2, 78, 79, 81, 82, 84, 85, 89-91 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as 
being anticipated by JP 10298089 or Gourvest et al. 

Applicants argue that JP does not teach an organic extract of the claimed plant. 
JP does teach administering a plant extract to someone for cancer treatment. The 
claims are not limited to the particular plant extract. 

Applicants argue also that Gourvest also does not treat using an organic extract 
from the claimed plant. The reference does teach treating cancer with a paint extract. 
The claims are not limited to the particular plant extract. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
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Claims 1-5, 35, 37, 78-93 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over JP 20002236835 taken with EP 248215 and JP 56020597. 

Applicant argues that JP 835' is not used in a 35 USC 102 rejection, thus it does 
not have to teach all of the claimed limitations. The other references used are what 
make up the whole rejection. Applicants own abstract submission of JP 835' states that 
the Seiyo-ninjin (rhizome of Vitex agnus-castus) is used to prevent cancer. Thus, the 
reference does teach applicants claimed invention. The only difference is that they may 
not use an organic extract of the plant. It is well within the purview of the skilled artisan 
to use an organic extract of the claimed plant since organic extracts are commonly used 
in extracting plants and the secondary references (JP '597 and EP '215) given ample 
motivation to use an organic extract in such extractions.
